— In exercise ol the powers conferred by clause (c) of section 13 of 
the Supply and Prices of Goods Ordinance, 1950 (XXVI of 1950), and of all other 
powers enabling it in this behalf, the Central Government is pleased to direct that 
tannery wool produced within the States of Madras and Mysore shall not be trans- 
ported by rail, road, air or water to any destination other than Bangalore, Wallajah 
and Salem, except under a permit issued by the Director of Industries, Madras or 
the Director of Industries, Mysore, as the case may be.

S.R.O. 967.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 4, 7, 9, 10 and 19 
of the Supply and Prices of Goods Ordinance, 1950 (No. XXVI of 1950), and oE 
all other powers enabling it in this behalf, the Central Government Is pleased: — 

(a) to fix, in respect of the goods specified in column. 1 of the Schedule 

hereto annexed, the price specified in column 2 thereof as the 
maximum price which may be chiuged by a dealer or producer; 

(b) to direct that in respect of such goods: — 

(l) the maximum quantity which may be sold hr any one transaction to 
any person other than a dealer shall be one tin or bottle, as 
the case may be; provided that, in the case of a Hospital, Nursing 
Home, Maternity or Child Welfare Centre or Orphanage, a 
quantity not exceeding one month’s moral requirements based on 
the previous three months’ actual consumption, may be sold ou 
the production of a cerUhcate to that cilect by the Oflirer-in-charge 
oi any such institution 

(it) a sale shall not be made to a dealer unless the seller has obtained 
from the dealer a declaration in writing that the quantity pro- 
posed to be sold to him does not exceed his requirements lor 
normal trade for three months. 

(Ill) every dealer shall exhibit on the first day of every month at some 
easily accessible place cn the piemises of a price list of such goods 
held for sale and a statement of the total quantity of any such 
goods held in stock.
